clusively  how  great  a  proportion  of  this  positive, 
and  this  entailed  misery  is  the  legitimate  fruit  of 
the  occasional  innocent  (!)  glam  of  the  moderate 
drinker.  It  also  brings  forward  innumerable  in¬ 
stances  of  the  advantages  of  total  abstinence ; 

*"  aud  challenges  the  exhibition  of  an  equal  ex 
emptioo  from  deed  lotion,  misfortune*,  crimes, 
and  wretchedness  in  the  case  of  the  inebriate. 

We  have  watched  the  progress  of  the  tempe¬ 
rance  cause  from  the  time  the  first  restraints 
wero  imposed  upon  the  intoxicating  beverage, 
till  the  last  and  the  only  sovereign  panacea  for 
the  horrors  of  inebriety— Os  total  abstinence 
pledge  -  was  sent  down  from  Heaven.  That 
pledge  has  given  efficacy  to  the  labours  of  tem¬ 
perance  advocates,  and  made  them  everywhere 
the  welcome  messengers  of  peace  on  earth  and 
good  will  to  men.  Man,  a  disconsolate  wife  and 
mother,  many  a  degraded  daughter  and  broken - 
Parted  sister,  has  had  her  grief  assuaged,  her 
tears  dried  up,  her  mourning  ended,  her  hopes

rality.  of  virtue,  of  Innocence.  And  we  may 
surely  trust  that  the  ladies,  always  netted  for  be¬ 
ing  first  in  ever,  good  work,  will  not  falter  her*. 
Let  them  aaanme  high  ground,  and  forewarn  the 
men  that  the  surest  wsy  to  merit 
and  confidence,  to  to  enrol  their  nan 
temperance  banner.

Since  that  time,  the  Library  has  had  three 
periods- the  first  period  was  when  the  Library 
was  iu  general  use,  from  1797  to  .boot  1*40, 
about  which  latter  time  the  Bloomfield  Lyceum 
was  organised.  During  a  oon.ider.ble  portion  of 
this  time,  the  Library  had  IU  location  at  the 
boose  ot  General  John  Dodd,  and  during  ten 
year,  of  this  tune.  Rev.  Dr.  Atari  Armstrong- 
once  young  Mr.  Armstrong. , of  the  Werdsesson 
or  “Franklin  School'-was  the  successful  princi 
pal  of  the  Bloomfield  Academy,  during  the 
palmy  days  of  that  theological  and  academic 
institution.  The  second  period  was  from  1840 
1842  onward,  during  the  success  and  decline 
of  the  Bloomfield  Lyceum.  The  third  period 
begins  St  the  lime  when  the  rernmuing 
of  the  library  were  transferred  by  Dr.  Joseph 
A.  Davis,  one  of  the  leading  member*  of  the 
Lyceum,  to  the  present  Kncleian  Society.  During 
this  time,  a  number  of  volumes  have  been  .tided 
to  the  Library,  but  more  attention  him  been  given 
the  Reading  room  department  Whoever 
would  like  to  see  seventy  of  the  original  one 
hundred  volumes  presented  by  General  Bloom¬ 
field,  may  see  them  on  the  shelves  of  the  reading- 
room  of  the  Kncleian  Society.

Eight  volnmea  are  still  in  existence,  whioh  bear 
within  the  inscription  “  Wardseeeon  Library 
Company,  June  bth,  1798.”  The  dlstincti 
the  date  looks  as  if  intended  to  mark  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  association.  Tbs  solid  character  of 
books  signifies  painstaking ;  for  here  we  have 
Adam  Smith’s  “  Wealth  of  Nation*,’’  “  The  8pee- 
Russell’s  •’  Ancient  Europe,”  and  Mo* 
helm's  “  Ecclesiastical  History,"  all  in  goodly 
octavo*,  and  three  of  these  four,  in  severe!  rol 
a  That  moat  have  been  the  day  of  young 
Amsi  Armstrong,  master  of  the  “Franklin 
School,”  who  tanght  arithmetic,  and  made  love 
to  “pretty  Molly  Dodd,”  daughter  of  Aaron, 
below  the  Berkeley  hill. 

From  that  day  to  this,  the  Bloomfield  library 
has  had  period,  of  decided  prosperity  and  influ¬ 
ence,  and  throughout  the  period*  of  ita  deelcn 
elan,  has  not  lost  ita  esieteno*.  The  historical 
thread  is  unbroken  from  1799  to  1871.
